ceived indicating that Mr. Jenkins 
had been set free. 


Washington, November 25.—The 
new flare-up over the Mexican 
problem, growing out of the Jen- 
kins case, was given serious con- 
sideration today at a meeting of 
the president's cabinet. 

There was no intimation as to 
what this government might do in 
event President Carranza refused to 


- - ghawér the note from the state de- 
\_.-patfment demanding immediate re- 


lease of William O. Jenkins, consu- 
lar agent at Puebla, held on a 
charge of conniving with bandits 
who kidnaped and held him for a 


' $160,000 ransom. 


No attempt was made to conceal 
the feéling that the situation was 
serious and that relations between 
the United and Mexico were strain- 
ea. Officials said the three depart- 
ments, state, war and navy, were 
ready to meet any eventuality and 
deal with any situation arising out 
of a more defiant attitude by, the 
Carranza administration toward the 
United States. 

Reports Are Doubted. 
Im the absence of advices from 


the embassy at Mexico City, of- 
ficlale were not melined to put 
much faith in reports coming by 
way of Laredo, Texas, that the re- 
lease of Jenkins “was momentarily 
expected.” There was no word to 
the department from the™ exican 
embassy here and while nobody 
seemed to k\ow what the next day 
might bring® forth, officials said 
they would not be surprised to hear 
that Jenkins actually had been re- 
leased. 

Meanwhile the government has 
checked up on the official and pri- 
vate record of Jenkins and had 
given him a high class rating. Of- 
ficials declared there was no foun- 
dation for the charge that he had 
conspired with the bandits, and 
that information from every avail- 
able source showed that his state-

The latest reports from the 
American embassy showed that

November 25.— 
companions, Major Nester Enciso de 
Arce and Soldier Antonia Trillo, 
captured near Parral, Chihuahua, 
November 15 by Major Gabino San- 
doval, were found guilty by a court 
martial at Chihuahua City this 
morning and sentenced to be shot 
at noon today, according to infor- 
mation received by Judge Gonzales 
Medina, of the Mexican federal 
court, here this afternoon. 

The sentence was not carried out, 
it was said, because the attorneys 
for Angeles appealed to the federal 
court at Juarez and the supreme 
court of Mexico at Mexico City for 
a stay of execution by applying for 
a writ of habeas corpus. 

The Juarez court denied the ap- 
peal, Judge Medina holding his 
court had no jurisdiction and the 
supreme court was the only tri- 
bunal which couki-aet. Besides the 
supreme court, President Carranza 
also could save the condemned man 
with a pardon. 

It was said. by court officials that 
if the supreme court grants the ap- 
plication it simply . méans that 


if no értors Bre found it will mean 
carrying out ofthe -sentence, unless 
Carranza intervenes. Carranza al- 
ready has many petitions seeking 
clemency’ for General Angeles. 

For three hours General Angeles 
faced the military court of four Car- 
ranza generals and defended the ac- 
tion of himself.and -his companions. 
Two of the four men captured with 
him already have been executed by' 
Carranza soldiers. The soldier 
Trillo, on trial with Angeles, is but 
seventeen years old. 

Couriers brought the story of the 
trial to the border tonight. Attempts 
to obtain telegraphic information 
failed, 

During his address to the court 
General Angeles praised America 
and Americans. In this connection 
he wag reported to have said: 
“The Mexican people always have 
viewed with dislike and apprehen- 
Sion the great American nation: al- 
ways being brought up to believe 
their powerful neighbors are har- 
boring thoughts of our conquest. 
Nothing is more erroneous, 

“Our great neighboring nation, 
headed by its great president, Mr. 
Wilson, has only the. kindliest feel- 
ing for us and our welfare, It is 
often said here that the American 
army is a nonentity. Though true 
that its former army was of little 
importance, its present army is one 


of the’ greatest in existence. It em- 
bodies all of the flower and young, 
clean-blood of the nation.” 


WILSON’S PARDON 
TO JESSE KOHLER 
CAME AFTER DEATH 


Los Angeles, November 25.—A 
pardon signed by President Wilson 
for Jesse Kohler, a federal prisoner, 
was received yesterday. When of- 
ficialg went to present it to Kohler 
at the county hospital where he had 
been taken because of illness, they 
learned he had died eighteen days 


ago. 
Kohler was convicted in 1918 ona 
charge of. using. the mails to de- 
fraud, and was sentenced to eighteen 
months in a federal penitentiary. 
He had advertised for men to ac- 
company him to Mexico to remove a 
treasure secreted by Villa and was 
charged with having diverted to per- 
sonal use expense funds advanced 
by them.

By 73 Radicals 


A gainst Barrier 


The “Reds” Confined at 
Ellis Island Also Stage 
“Silence” Strike Against 
Congress Probers. 


New York, November 23.—A hun- 
ger strike was coupled with a 
“silence” strike today by seventy- 
three radicals at Ellis Istand in an 
effort to have removed an iron bar- 
rier separating them from visiting 
relatives. 

The barrier was erected after dis- 
covery that several reds planned to 
escape by exchanging clothes with 
friends and after some Visitors had 
passed revolvers to the radicals, 

In a letter to the house immigra- 
tion committee, which is in New 
York investigating the immigration 
and deportation system, they reit- 
erated that they would not attend 
deportation hearings held by immi- 
gration inspectors and would go on 
a hunger strike in addition. Three 
summons to the dining room were 
unanswered. WDUrinking water and 
oratory had been their only diet to- 
night for 24 hours, 

About a half dozen voluntarily 
attended hearings, but joined in the 
hunger strike. One attended a hear- 
ing, but refused to answer ques- 
tions. 

Byron H. Uhl, acting commission. 
er at the island, asked the advice 
of the local United States district 
attorney as to whether hearings 
could be held without the presence 
of the radicals. He thought mem- 
bers of the house committee had 
been incorrect in announcing that a 
supreme court decision required 
their presence. 

The gtrikers, with the exception 
of two-yeung women, are segregat- 
ed in a large room. . All are anx- 
ious to be deported to soviet Russia 
or - there voluntarily, according 
to their counsel.

BOLSHEVIK CASH 
PAID TO MALONE 


Martens Says He Gave 
$1,000 to Dudley Field 
Malone, Former Official 
Under Wilson—Martens 
Tells of Propaganda 
Work. 


New York, November 25.—Ludwig 
C. ARH? Martens, who calls himself 


ambassador of the soviet govern- 
ment of Russis, admitted late today 
that he paid Dudley Field Malone, 


former collector of the port of New 
York, $1,000 on September 12 “for 
help in a commercial transaction.” 
He told the joint legislative com- 
mittee investigating radical activi- 
ties that it was for advice in try- 
ing to arrange a $9,500,000 shipment 
of boots, meats and chemicalg to be 
paid for on delivery in Petrograd. 

Martens.denied he knew that Ma- 
lone had formed, or was forming, 
“a gorporation to do business with 
soviet Russia, and declared that his 
“embassy” was not specifically~ in- 
terested in such an organization. He 
did not know that Malone “had been 
speaking in -behalf. of the soviet 
government of Russia,” either be- 
fore or after he paid him $1,000, he 
said, and denied that he and Malone

Sults today, Martens admitted hav- 
ing a branch office in Detroit, in 
charge of a Dr. Rovin, which has 
been established for the past four 
or five months, with a small force 
of workers. 

The reason for this sub-bureau, 
Martens said, was because of plans 
looking towards the purchase of 
motor cars and tractors for the 
soviet. He had “negotiated” with 
the Ford Motor company, but had 
not actually bought -anything there, 
he said.

Martens said since April he had 
received about $90,000 for his use 
here, all from the soviet govern- 
ment.

Couriers brought 
as much as $20,000 at a time in se- 
cret and carried back correspond- 
ence the same way. He flatly re- 
ioeen ed — how they came and 
went, who they were, or wher

classes have not stopped the drain on stocks 
of coal in hand. 

“So far, by careful handling of coal in 
possession of the railroads, it has been pos- 
sible to meet emergency demands nearly 
everywhere for domestic fuel and supplies 
to insure continued operation of public utili- 
ties, including ice plants and other such in- 
dustries upon which the health and safety 
of communities are dependent. Now, how-- 
ever, the supplying of even these consumers 
is endangered and it becomes necessary to 
appeal to that part of the public which is 
receiving supplies under existing restric- 
tions to adopt very strict measures of con- 
servation, 

‘‘To this end this committee, representing 
the United States fuel administration, asks 
that two steps be taken immediately: 

‘First, that all industries, other than 
those performing continuous operations of 
manufacture which cannot stop without 
heavy loss, either to plants or material 
on hand or in course of manufacture, ar- 
range tc suspend operations on the eve- 
ning of November 26 over Thanksgiving day 
until Monday morning, December 1. As far 
as practicable, this course should he fol- 
lowed also by all mercantile establishments, 
office buildings and other such concerns. 

Ask Early Closing. ™ 

“Second, so far as practicable, all stores, 
business houses and offices should arrange 
to close daily at. 4 p. m. as long as the 
emergency exists in order to leasen consump- 
tion of fuel for both heating and lighting. 
This will very materially lessen the con- 
sumption of fuel by public utilities. 

“Third, householders should guard their 
coal bins and exert personal effort to ce 
to a minimem the use of fuel and lights in

WOMEN AND CHILDREN | 
TAKEN BY BOLSHEVIKI. 

Tiaga, Siberia, Tuesday, Novem- 
ber 18.—(By the Associated Press. ) 
Eight thousand wives and children 
of officers making an eleventh-hour 
flight from Omsk are reported td 


10 miles east of Omsk. The.retreat 
of the rearmost units of the Sibe- 
rian army from the all-Russian 
capital became a stampede, the 
troops throwing away their guns 
and commandeering locomotives, 
trains and carts in which to escape. 
Fifteen trains, carrying officers and 
their families, besides scores of 
filled with refugees, 
ammunition and merchandise, which 
were blocked by wreckage and lack 
of motor power, fell into the hands 
of the bolsheviki, who followed up 
the cossacks by a cavalry pursuit. 

Street fighting occurred in Omsk. 
Panic is reported to reign at Tartar- 
skaya, 100 miles east of Omsk, 
which is overrun by fleeing sol- 
diers. Polish troops who have been 
gsuarding the railway are leaving 
with the utmost haste. 

Admiral Kolchak is reported to be 
approaching Nova Nikolaevsk. One 
year after assuming the supreme 
rulerhip, Admiral Kolchak today 
is on his way eastward, facing the 
necessity of re-establishing his seat 


of government on the shore of Lake 
Baikal, and _ reconstructing his 
rare tg which has been badly shat- 
ered. 


YUDENITCH ARMY 
OUT OF EXISTENCE. 


Reval, Esthonia, November 25.— 
The Russian northwest § arniy, 
which attempted recently to capture 
Petrograd under General Yudenitch, 
has virtually gone out of existence, 
according to General Soots, 
of the general staff of the Esthonian 
army. He made this statement on 
the basis of a report brought in by 
Colonel Rink, of the general staff, 
who returned from the Narva front 
Sunday. 

According to Colonel Rink’s re- 
port, the Russian northwest army 
was in- a bad condition during the 
retreat after the attempt on Petro- 
grad. General Yudenitch and his 
staff lost all connection with the 
army, which was left to its fate, 
unable to resist the bolshevik at- 
tack. The Yudenitch troops re- 
tired in disorder and sought protec- 
tion on Esthonian territory. 

Part of the Russian troops, with 
10,000 refugees, have settled south 
of Narva. Some’ of the soldiers 
have already been disarmed and 
the remainder will be deprived of 
their weapons soon. 

“Four Russian divisions which 
retreated from Yamburg to Narva 
now are organized under General 
Tennison,” said General Soots, 
“They willingly obey the orders of 
the Esthonian chief and are protect- 
ing the positions ‘below Narva. 
General Yudenitch and his staff are 
unemployed. The ‘present critical 
condition of the Russian troops was 
caused by the incompetence of the 
Russian chief command. 

“The troops had to mix flour with 
snow, owing to the _ scarcity of 
bread. Many refuge children died 
of hunger and cold, but we made 
conditions better for the survivors.”

Of Atlanta Today 


Despite Long Fight for 
Rights, With Four 
Months in Jail, F. A. 
Lawrence Finally Wins 
Reward for His Effort. 


A remarkable story of an artist's 
unswerving devotion to his master- 
piece was brought to a fitting con- 
clusion yesterday when in the town 
room of the chamber of commérce 
there was placed on display a beau- 
tiful black and white drawing of 
“Atlanta in 1919,” completed by 
F. A. Laurence, who, although 60 


years old, suffered four months’ im- 
prisonment in the Fulton county 
tower rather than yield the fruits 
of his labor to another. 

The perspective, which pictures in 
minute details the many interesting 
points of the Gate City of the south, 
has been purchased from its cre- 
ator by Foote & Davies, Atlanta 
printers, for a price of more than 
$5,000, and will be reproduced by 
them for the advantage of the city 
in advertising its assets, as well as 
by every Atlanta person needing a 
correct perspective of the city for 
any reason. 

The picture was drawn by F. A. 
Laurence, well known to many At- 
lantans, and the work attracted a 
good deal of attention several 
months ago, when the aged artist, 
rather than surrender the complet- 
ed work on bail trover proceedings 
| issued by a former partner, spent 
four months in the Fulton county 
jail, finally defending himself, and 
not only being freed by the jury, 
but was awarded the picture by 
them. 

Begun in 1917. 


The picture was begun in the lat- 
ter part of 1917. Many Atlantans 
remember seeing the old bearded 
artist standing on the street cor- 
ners, sketching the situation of the 
many buildings of the city. It was 
a work which ‘required much time 
and labor on his part, and, in the 
opinion of experts who have viewed 
his work, it is unexcelled by any 
- the most famous galleries of the 

ay. 

Laurence came to Atlanta in the 
summer of 1917 to begin his work. 
He had entered into a contract with 
aman named Jones, who agreed to 
finance the project, the profits to 
be divided between “them. Where 
Jones came from no one knows, nor 
is it known where he is today. 

Possessed of the true artistic 
temperament, the old artist went 
about his work quietly. His studio 
was a negro cabin near Rawson 
street and the work is supposed to 
be seen from this point of vantage. 

After several 
devoted to the work Jones discon- 


work, following a disagreement be- 
tween the two, and the old man 
continued the work alone, making 
his living in a'way he has never 
divulged. 

Goes to Jail. 

Finally it was completed, and 
here Jones appeared upon the scene 
again by issuing bail trover pro- 
ceedings against the artist. He was 
ordered to produce the drawing or 
make bond. He did neither, and was 
sent to jail. 
ture was, he replied that he had 
sent it to a friend “in the west.” 
And this was the sum total of in- 
formation gained from him. 

Laurence went to jail, where he 
languished for four months, with- 


out friends or influence. Jail of-

look after the trial of Laurence and 
to see that he was fully protected. 


Refuses Legal Aid. 


But this lawyer, whom any crim- 
inal would have been rejoiced to 
secure for his, defense, met with 
the cool statement from Laurence 
that he desired no lawyer; that he 
would defend his own case. But 
the attorney did have the case 
placed on the docket and it came 
to trial. 

‘Jones was on hand with an im- 
posing legal array. The old artist 
excited pity as he sat on his side 
of the courtroom alone. Any ftlum- 
ber of lawyers volunteered their as- 
sistance, but all were refused. The 
case went to trial. After Jones 
made his statement he was cross- 
examined by the defendant. From 
that moment those in the courtroom 
knew the outcome. The case was 
decided in favor of Laurence and the 
picture was ordered to remain in 
his custody. 

And then comes in the part of the 
old ante-bellum negro. Some who 
saw them constantly together say it 
was master and old slave. At any 
rate, no story of greater negro de- 
votion to his white master could be 
found in all the history of the ante- 
bellum southland. For a year the 
black man worked nights to buy 
food for the artist and himself, 
while by day he stood ready to as- 
sist his “marster” in the comple- 
tion of the drawing. : 

Negro Hides Picture. 


And then one day his “marster” 
failed to return. He received a 
message from him to come to the 
jail and see him. He went, and, 
after a few minutes’ conference, 
slipped away unnoticed by those 
who were searching for the picture. 
carefully watching his way the ne- 
gro took the paper on which the 
drawing was practically complete 
and stole away. Where no man was 
ever able to find it he hid it away, 
while court officials, as well as 
Jones and his attorneys, searched 
in vain, finally accepting the old 
man’s story that it was sent “west 
to a friend.” 

When the trial had been com- 
pleted the presiding judge ruled 
that the four months Laurence had 
spent in jail squared the debt for 
the money advanced by Jones and 
a clear title was given the old man. 

In a few weeks the picture was 
completed. Showing every building 
in the city and the most correct 
outline of streets, the picture in- 
stantly impresses you with the cer- 
tainty that you are looking at the 
city from the south side. You see 
the courthouse, but as you recog- 
nize it you see that it is marked by 
a name-plate, and, in turn, you pick 
out the city hall, jail, federal build- 
ing and all of the buildings in the 
city.

WOOD ALCOHOL FEARED 
IN BALTIMORE CASES 


Former Atlantan Held Poms 
ing Analysis of Mysterious 
Beverage—Girl Dead. 


Baltimore, Md., November 25.— 
(Special.)}—The sudden death here 
on Saturday of Miss Lucille Sharp, 
of Winston-Salem, N. C., and thé 
mysterious illness of a friend, Miss 
Catherine Bristol, of Philadelphia, 
resulted today in the arrest of two 
men, John Keily, formerly of At- 
lanta, and Ali Osman, a Turk. They 
are technically charged with ad- 
ministering poison to the woman, 
and are held without bail. 

Despite the sensational action of 
the police, there is no evidence of 
malicious action on the part of the 
men. Further action of the author- 
ities depends upon the outcome of 
the analysis of a mysterious bev- 
erage of which the entire four had 
partaken in Keily’s luxurious apart- 
ments, 1917 Eutaw place. The prob< 
ability is that the beverage wiil 
show traces of wood alcohol, as it 


was purchased as brandy. Both 
men under. arrest are said to be 
wealthy. 


Men Are Wealthy. 


Keily, according to the police, 
made considerable money through 
the manufacture of a cereal food, 
formerly having offices at 221 
South Eutaw street, and Osman, the 
Turk, is said to have grown rich 
in the shoe business. 

Keily and Miss Sharp, the police 
Say, came to Baltimore from At- 
lanta six months ago and took an 
apartment at the Eutaw place ad- 
dress, where they lived as man and 
wife. The police say Ketly aumi 
ted this. Last Friday night Miss 
Sharp was suddenly taken ill and 
was sent, unconscious, to the Union 
Protestant hospital, after Drs. John 
T. King and John T. King, Jr., had 
been called in. 

Fifteen minutes after her arrival 
at the hospital she died. Coroner 
Lloyd Smith returned a verdict of 
death from Bright’s disease and 
permission was given her mother 
to have the body sent to Winston- 
Salem. 


Another Is Stricken. 


Shortly after her death, say the 
police, Keily telegraphed Miss 
Bristol that ‘“‘Lucille is dead. Come 
at once to Baltimore.” Miss Bristol 
arrived ,in Baltimore Sunday and 
immediately wired to Osman, who 
came down from New York. 

Yesterday, after drinking “some- 
thing from a large bottle,” as she 
told physicians at Johns Hopkins 
hospital, Miss Bristol also was tak- 
en suddenly ill, was sent to Johns 
Hopkins and became’ unconscious. 
Her condition is said to be so se- 
rious that grave fear for her recov- 
ery is felt. The symptoms in her 
case are said to be identical with 
those exhibited by Miss Sharp. Both 
Doctors King, who attended both 
women, testified today their sus- 
picions were aroused and they 
caused the women to be taken to 
hospitals. 

As soon as they learned of the 
admittance of Miss Bristol to the 
hospital, Round Sergeant Plantholt 
and Sergeant Gaffey, of the North- 
eastern district, and Sergeant Jos- 
eph Carroll, of the Northwestern 
district, went to the Eutaw place 
house and arrested the two men. 

Keily was questioned closely and 
is said by the police to have con- 
fessed that he and the dead girl 
had lived together as man and 
wife in Atlanta after he had left 
Baltimore and had lived in such re- 
lations upon his return to this city.

Members of Georgia and Florida 
delegations in congress will go be- 
fore the 15th convention of the na- 
tional rivers and harbors congress 
next month and place before it the 
plan for the building of a barge or 
a ship canal between St. Mary’s, Ga., 
and St. Mark’s Fla., thus bringing 
by navigable water the mouth of 
the Mississippi river to the <At- 

lantic ocean. 

The purpose of such a canal and 
its advantages are thoroughly 
known to readers of the Constitu- 
tion. There are bills pending in both 
houses of congress now, providing 
for an immediate survey by the 
government looking to the eventual 
consummation of this project. 

The national rivers and harbors 
congress meets*in Washington De- 
cember 9, 10 and Il. 

The enlargement of the Welland 
canal which connects Lake Erie 
with Lake Ontario, the dredging of 
a 30-foot channel down the _ St. 
Lawrence river to the tide-water 
at Montreal and the promotion of 
general water transportation will be 
among the subjects discussed at 
the conference. 

Most of the speakers who have 
been invited to address the assem- 
bled delegates are men directly 
concerned with the enactment or the 
execution of waterways legislation. 


Among the speakers will be Sec- 
retary Daniels of the navy depart- 


department, Senator Cummins. of

© EISEMANS 
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MOST HUMANE WEAPON 


Washington, November 25.—Poi- 
son gas is “one of the most humane 
weapons of war,” according to a re- 
port by Surgéon General Ireland, 
based on analysis of American Cas- 
ualties in France, made public to- 
day. While 74,779 of the 274,217 
battle casualties resulted from en- 
emy gag, the report says, the num- 
ber of deaths was “very small.” 

Gas caused 27.3 per cent of all 
casualties, it ig found, “accomplish- 
ing the prime object of all weapons 
of war, which is to put men out 
of action,” but there were only 1.87 
per cent of deaths in gas cases as 
compared with 23.4 per cent from 
shell or bullet wounds. 

“In other words, based on statis- 
tics,” the report said, “the claim is 
advanced that.a man gassed has 12 
times as many chances of recovery 
as the man put out of action by oth- 
er causes.’

New York, November 25.—More 
than $7,000,000 will be expended in 
alterations and special equipment 
for the seven former German pas- 
senger liners aggregating 67,639 
tons recently aHotted by the United 
States and South America. This 
was made known here today by 
Frank C. Munson, president of the 
Munson line which has been select- 
ed by the shipping board to oper- 
ate and manage the ships. Mr. Mun- 
son has just returned from a con- 
ference with officials of the board 
in Washington. 

All of the ships will go into 
service as soon as they can be made 
ready, Mr. Munson said. The steam- 
er Moccasin will leave December 27 
with about 300 passengers, but the 
formal opening of the line will be 
in May when the liner Huron, of 
10,800 tons, will depart. For this 
ship applications for reservations 
are already pouring in and the ap- 
plications already received indicate 
that most of the passengers will

Mr. Webb had asked the Ki- 
wanians to attend in a body and as 
a result of several short talks made 
by himself and others, that organi- 
zation to a man promised to aid 
their sister body, the Ad Men’s club 
in their determined efforts to bring 
this campaign to an early success. 

The Ad Men’s club, backed by 
practically every civic organization 
and prominent man in the city, has 
sponsored this campnign. It is to 
take the place of the annual sale 
of Christmas seals, whicn were dits- 
continued during the war and which 
previously had been conaucred by

For Permanent Support.

“WORK AND SAVE.” 


In his monthly report on busi- 
ness and agricultural conditions in 
the Sixth Federal Reserve district 
for the month of October, a digest 
of which appears elsewhere in this 
issue of The Constitution, Joseph 
A. McCord, federal reserve agent, 
digresses somewhat to give the 
people of the south some _ very 
timely and highly appropriate ad- 
vice on how not only to “keep 
ahead of the hounds” in this pe- 
riod of extreme high cost of liv- 
ing, but alsé how to hasten a 
change in present conditions that 
would be beneficial to the whole 
country and materially lessen the 
pressure upon the individual citi- 
zen. 

His whole prescription is epito- 
mized in three words: “Work and 
Save”—which Mr. McCord heartily 
commends as “the slogan of all.” 

There is no doubt about the fact 
that if, as Mr. McCord suggests, 
everybody would work to the end 
of increased production and at the 
same time curtail consumption to 
the minimum; and that if all who 
can afford to spend money freely 
would appreciate the necessity of 
conserving and would consume as 
little as possible, thereby setting 
an example for others to follow, it 
would go a long way toward bring- 
ing about a reduction in the cost 
of commodities all down the line 
of human necessities. 

“The restlessness in the public 
mind,” Mr. McCord very truthfully 
says— 


“is principally due to. the cost of 
living, and while the wage for in- 
dividual labor has been climbing 
upward, the demands are for still 
further increases which are made 
as a result of the high cost of 
living. This condition could go 
on still further and no good result 
would be accomplished.” 

In other words, the never-ending 
cycle of higher wages, higher-liv- 
ing costs, etc., might be continued 
ad infinitum, and nobody would be 
the better off; but unless checked, 
such a policy would inevitably lead 
to disaster for the whole scheme of 
society. 


Mr. McCord follows sound logic, 


however, when he goes on to say 
that— 


“after all, the real question fs not 
so much the cost of living, but the 
margin between the amount earn- 
ed and the cost of living. It there- 
fore seems imperative for cvery 
one to use all of his efforts and 
energies for increased production 
and decreased consumption, and 
especially those in position of lead- 
ership, for it is to them that the 
people look for example.” 


If that policy were generally in- 
voked by the people, and “Work 
and Save” adopted as the motto to 
govern the daily habits of all, it 
goes without saying that the prob-, 
lem of the high cost of living would 
quickly solve itself. 


“What to get her for Christmas” 
ought not to be a difficult problem 
to solve this year. When in doubt, 
try a ton of coal!

It takes 
white heat energy, deep desire and 
great enthusiasm to burn out the 
unessential, just as it takes great 
heat to refine the gold.

Steel and school yourself for bat- 
tle in the front line trenches— 
where the fighting is hottest. 

Think and strive for the things 
which mean most in terms of serv- 
ice to the world. 


Senator Harris’ Chance

Bryan, af agen, to the district 
judgeship. ith the vacancy thus 
created, nothing would stand in the 
way of the appointment of Mr, 
Bryan, for be has already had the 
indorsement of both of Georgia’s 
senators, given recently when his 
name and that of Judge Sibley, 
among others, were presented by 
them as agreeable for this appoint- 
ment. Judge Bryan stands equally 
eminent with any lawyer or jurist 
in Georgia, and his appointment to 
this honorable position would give 
the people of this state as great sat- 
isfaction as would the further hon- 
oring of Judge Sibley. 

Senator Harris is urged to lose no 
time in getting in line for Judge 
Sibley, and thereby insuring against 
losing this great recognition for 
Georgia. This is no time for the 
playing of politics or the letting of 
personal preference stand in the 
way. Judge Sibley is competent 
and commands the respect of the en- 
tire state, and in approving his ele- 
vation, Senator Harris would be do- 
ing his state a great service and 
honor. If the appointment is lost 
to Georgia through Senator Harris’ 
failure to take the necessary and 
proper course, the facts will warrant 
the charge that he has played poli- 
tics and sacrificed his state’s inter- 
ests in doing so.

Will Go on the Select Budget Committee — Lieutenant 
Maynard Praises the American-Built Plane and Motor.

Washington, November 25.—(Spé- 
cial.)}—Will the republ party 
benefit by the failure of the senate 
to ratify the peace treaty, after six 
months of expensive and nerve- 
wrecking wrangling?

I know:-it to be a fact that the 
American business world has been 
clamoring for these six months for 
a ratification. 


Some of the business interests 


preferred interpretative reserva- 
tions and some did not; but al) 
urged a prompt acceptance of the 
covenant. 


Trade bodies all over this coun- 


try, scarcely without exception, 
passed resolutions urging ratifica- 
tion. Intelligent students of finance 
and economics urged ratification. 


Business and financial interests 
in America, including the producers 
of both raw and manufactured ak. 


modities, have been awaiting the 
ratification for the formulation of 
some basis of a fixed and firm 
schedule of business and industria 
policies. 


Ratification would méan certainty. 
Without ratification there is, of ne- 
cessity, an element of doubt and in- 


decision and incalculable sequences 
that naturally retard any firm -and 
effective action. 

Once the treaty ratified, even if 
with constructive reservations, busi- 
ness confidence would be immedi- 
ately re-established, and the re- 
integration and reconstruction of 
business relations between the 
United States and foreign countries, 
including Germany, would begin. 


The republicans in the senate, led 


by Lodge, and abetted by a fdw 
democrats, turned a deaf ear to all 
of these arguments, and scored all 
base questions of international c@m- 
merce and trade. 


Seeing that they could not kill 
the treaty directly, as had been 
their deepest hope, they turned to

GLASS WILL HELP 

FRAME BUDGET SYSTEM. 
When the senate reconvenes on 

the first of December, Secretary 


Glass will take his seat to succeed 
the late Senator Martin, of Vir- 
ginia, and will be immediately as- 
Signed to the select committee on 
the budget system, of which Medill 
McCormick, of lllinois, is chairman, 
To offset the appointment of Glags, 
Kenyon, of Iowa, a republican, will 
also be added. The full committee, 
therefore, will be composed of Me- 
Cormick, Smoot, Poindexter, Len- 
root, Edge and Kenyon, republicans, 
and Simmons, Jones of New Mex- 
ico, Wolcott, King, Glass and 
Keyes, democrats. 
aE * . . 

Since the house passed the Good 
bill, giving to the president a bu- 
reau of experts charged with the 
duty of preparing the annua! °-on- 
cial work-plan of government, Sen- 
ator McCormick has been confer- 
ring with Secretary Glass to deter- 
mine the general provisions of the 
bill that he will offer to the senate 
budget committee. McCormick in- 
troduced a bill at the special ses- 
sion of congress calling for the pro- 
posed bureau of the budget in the 
“office of the secretary of the treas- 
ury.” . 

It is believed that when Secre- 
tary Glass becomes a member of the 
select committee he will lend all 
his influence toward placing the 
responsibility of the formulation of 
the budget with the secretary of 
the treasury. 

When he appeared befote the 
house select committee 6 the 
budget at its recent beartelt. Sec- 
retary Glass said: 

“IT am heartily in favor of a 


budget system. Without effective 


| 


tures and limitations of them to the 
overnment’s income, we shall bring 
own upon our heads the splendid 
structure which our fathers have 
built, and which we have preserved. 


“A budget to be effective must 
cover all appropriations and all in- 
creases of appropriations, whether 


initiated in the executive depart- 
ments or in congress. The bureau 
of the budget should be in the of- 
fice of the secretary of the treas- 
ury, the officer of the government 
eharged with the heavy burden of 
finding the means to finance its re- 
quirements. 


“The division of responsibility is 
the bane of our government. It is 
intolerable that the secretary of 


the treasury should have no voice 
in the determination of the expen- 
ditures of the government. It is 
intolerable to think that his func- 
tion should be merely to go out 
and burrow money when some one 
else has spent it without consulta- 
tion with him or consideration of 
the means to raise it. 


“The preparation of the budget 
should be the principal duty.of the 


finance minister. We all know that 
the president cannot do this thing. 
We all know that a bureau chief in 
the office of the president would be 
helpless to assert his opinion in op- 
position to the members of tbe 
president’s cabinet. 


“Projects of the government in- 
volving expenditures should be de- 
termined in conference between the 


members of the cabinet concerned, 
and the president’s decision should 
be final. 


‘So far as concerns the question 


how much money can be raised in 
loans and taxes and to what 
amount, therefore, the total expen- 
ditures of the government should 
be limited, and for all budgetary 
work the president should obtain 
his advice from the secretary of the 
treasury and not from a bureau 
chief appointed for the purpose of 
paralleling the work of the secre- 
tary of the treasury.” 


By this statement which I quote 


literally it is assumed that Senator 
Glass will favor the vesting budget 
authority with the financial head of 
the government rather than with 
the president, and it is more than 
probable that the senate bill will 
so provide. In that event it is safe 
to say there will be no deadlock in 
conference. The house measure will 
yield to the senate construction. 


LIEUT. MAYNARD PRAISES 
AMERICAN BUILT PLANE. 

It was my pleasure to have a chat 
with North Carolina’s “flying par- 
son.” There are few men in Amer- 
ica better versed in the science of 
aViation than Lieutenant Maynard, 
and it is refreshing to hear him de- 
clare the American-built De Havi- 
jand four-plane the equal of any 
flying machine of a similar type on 
the western front. 

And Maynard ought to know! 

He was the official tester of air- 


planes at Romorantin, France, the 
point from which all American- 
built planes were assembled and 
distributed, and where foreign-built 
planes owned by the United States 
were sent for major repairs. The 
aviation shops at this place employ- 
ed 18,000 men. ‘ 

Maynard flew seventeen types of 
machines in France, and delivered 
machines to the front via the air 
route. He delivered twentv-five 
American De Haviland 4s and found 
each all that’ could be asked for, he 
said. 

The American model, Lieutenant 
Maynard said, was far superior to 
the British, and had the best speed 


of any similar machine at the front, 
and, in addition, carried from 500 to 
800 pounds of bombs. The initial 
shipment of American De Havilands 
had a number of structural defects 
which were revaired in ™- nce and 
corrected in subsequent shipments 
at the American factories. 

The “Flying Parson” had talked 
with most of the American flyers 
who had usc” the De Havilands, and 
said that those who had flown it 
long enough to become accustomed 
to it praised it highly, while those 
who had brief experience with it 
after training on some other ma- 
chine, were inclined to be critical. 


The Liberty engine was highly 
praised by Lieutenant Maynard, 


who said he had flown it 700 hours 
all told, and that it always had car- 
ried m safely and demonstrated 


control over governmental expendi- its worth.

Lead Poisoning in Printers, | 

An illuminating study of 109 union 
printers made underthe direction of 
Dr. L. I. Harris, director of the Bu- 
reau of Preventive Diseases, New 


York city health department, show- 
ed that forty-nine of the printers, 
that is 45 per cent, had lead poison- 
ing. And these union printers, of 
more than the average  intelli- 
gence, with few exceptions were 
ignorant of the fact that their 
health was seriously affected, Here 
is an rape le, yg of the curious 
state of affai which I have so 
constantly emphasized, namely, that 
the majority of people. are so health- 


ignorant that they do not know 
enough to realize when they need 
medical care, Health is to such 
people a thing to be trifled, with, a_ 
thing to be gambled with, a thing 
to experiment upon, much as a lit-| 
tle child might play with a price- | 
less book or some other perishable | 
thing. | 

Of the 109 printers examined, 42 | 


gave a history of obstinate consti- 
pation, 22 had abdominal pains or 
cramps at irregular intervals, 7 had 
recurring attacks of diarrhoea, 19 
had been annoyed by a metallic 
taste in the mouth, 62 had pains or 
weakness or both in arms or legs. 
These symptoms are suggestive, 
though not diagnostic of lead pois- 
oning. Chronie mild lead poison- 
ing, by the way, can produce the 
most varied line of symptoms of any 
disease we know, unless it is syph- 
ilis or hysteria. 

Thirty-eight of the 109 printers 
had tremors. No case of actual 
paralysis was noted. Nor was the 


famous blue line at the edge of the 
gums observed in a single instance. 
The urine of 89 of these printers 
was tested for lead and traces of 
lead were found present in 49 of 
them. 

Another suggestive observation 
made by Dr. Harris is that prac- 
tically all of these printers had been 
examined by physicians at differ- 
ent times for the treatment of-vari- 
ous complaints, but the physician's 
interest and attention in such cases 
was usualy confined to the patient's: 
present complaint. This experience, 
Dr. Harris concludes, confirms one 
in the belief that there are many 
thousands of persons in the city of 
New York, and in other industrial 
communities, who are suffering 
from physical defects or diseases of 
a more or less serious character, 
who have no intimation of the state 
of their health, and who, when they 
consult their physicians, are studied 
from a narrow point of view, that 
is, merely treated fer the present 
complaint. 

Well, T’ll say there are. 

But the physicians can’t help it. 
The majority of patients do not 
thank a physician for side excur- 
sions in the interest of their heatth 
and longevity when they drop in to 
get something for just this “indi- 
gestion” ‘or whatever the present 
complaint may be, 

The only solution for this is a 
careful general physical examina- 
tion made at least annually, and 
this plan is particularly applicable 
to those engaged in industrial serv- 
ice involving health hazards.

Santo Domingo Is 


Favored Nation 


In connection with the petition 
sent to Washington by a group of 
Spaniards, suggesting that this 
would be an opportune time for the 
United States to withdraw its troops 
from Santo Domingo, the National 
Geographic society has issued the 
following bulletin concerning the 
island republic: ; 

“Geographically, the Island of 
Haiti, including within its limits 
the two republics of Santo Domingo 
and Haiti, ig in the class of the most 
favored of nations, situated on the 
western continent about midway 
between its two grand divisions of 
North and South America and 
abounding in natural resources,” 
says the bulletin, which is based on 
a communication from Rear Ad- 
miral ‘Colby M. Chester, U. 8. N. 

“Thename Haiti, or ‘High Island,’ 
is significant of the character of 
its topography. ‘Sire’ once said a 
British admiral to his king, George 
Ill, whenasked about the island, 
‘Haiti looks like that,’ and he 
crumpled up a piece of paper and 
placed it upon the table. A brief 
description though this may be, it 
well fitted the case. The island is 
about 400 miles long, 150 miles 
wide and is about the size of the 
state of New York. It ig irregular 
in shape and jis intersected by three 
chains of mountains. 

“Historically, Haiti, or Santo 
Domingo, is the’senior of our own 
country, if we leave out of con- 
sideration the legendary reports 
concerning the visits of the Norse- 
men to our northern coasts 800 
years ago and we are somewhat in- 
debted to thig beautiful igland for 
our own development. 

“On 8t. Nicholas day, December 
6, 1492, Columbus entered a port at 
the extreme west end of the island 
of Santo Domingo or, as the whole 
island was then called by the 
abrogines, Haiti. The natives them- 
selves called the port Bohoi, but 
Columbus christened it, in honor of 
the day he was celebrating, .Port 
St. Nicholas, the name still existin 
as St. Nicholas Mole. This date will 
ever be memorable in the annals of 
the Haitiens as marking the begin- 
ning of the history of the island. 

“Columbus now called the island 
Hispaniola in honor of the country 
pA sent him forth to dis- 
co y it, and it is to be regrett 


that this name given by the im- 
mortal discovered has been Jloat, 
for its present two names are con- 
flicting and confusing. 3 

“Columbus then determined to 
build a permanent settlement, and 
after reconnoitering he selected for 
this purpose a site on an elevated 
plain near a spacious bay on the 
north coast of the island. Here was 
established the ‘first town in the 
new world, which was dignified by 
the name of his queen and patron, 
Isabella. 


“But the course of empire was 
still south and soon Santo Domingo 


city became the center of the colo- 
nial activities, 


“A little love affair connected 
with the growth of this city is in- 
teresting. One of the Spanish 


party, Miguel Dias, having gotten 
into difficulty with an officer, ge- 
verely wounding him in combat, fled 
to escape punishment.

The 
queen, seeing his discontent and 
fearing to lose him, gave him the 
secret of her vast wealth and, load- 
ing him with the precious metal, 
gent him back to the Spaniards to 
induce them to return with him and 
settle in her country. Dias deliver- 
ed this message to Columbus, who 
immediately ordered an exploration 
of that part of the island to ascer- 
tain the truth of the Spaniard’s re- 
port. 

“The sequel to this little love af- 
fair is also interesting, but most 
pathetic. Zamacaca, after giving 
her all to her lover, who was there- 
by promoted to high honors in the 
colony, being the first alcalde of the 
new city, was so disheartened by 
the cruel treatment accorded. her 
people that she fled from civiliga- 
tion and affluence to the wilds of 
the forests, leaving her two chil- 
dren and still faithfu} husband to 
mourn her loss and was never heard 
from again,

Washington, November 25,—The 
way the United States, as a. unit, 
has treated the international labor 
conference, the delegates to which 
are its offiical guests, is one of the 
most remarkable government scan- 
dals in the history of this nation. 

Day after day the conferences, in 
which Ameriéa has no part, meets 
in a half-hearted manner, fully cog- 
nizant of the hostility shown it by 
the republican control of congress, 
and time after time it has been 
pounding upon the rocks, only sav- 
ing itself from wreck for th- same 
principle that alienated parents r - 
main together for appearances and 
to save humiliation to their off- 
springs. Only today the labor dele- 
i ates threatened to withdraw if 
their proposals continuea to be met. 
by a hostile attitude. 

An immediate rupture was pre- 
vented when a compromise plan, of- 
fered by Leon Jouhaux, French la- 
bor delegate, was accepted. 

Baldesi, the Swiss delegate, sought 
to have tke proposed international 
convention providing .or «n eight- 
hour day so framed as to guarantee 
that wages would not be decreased 
because of a decrease in hours.

“Therefore, Mr. President, if my 
proposal is accepted, the conference 
will give its first proof of good will 
toward the working classes.” 

This kind of clashing is going on 
all the time because the delegates 
realize they are meeting in hostile 
territory, are discouraged,and thor- 
oughly disorganized on account of 
the treatment accorded them that 
cannot be appraised other than 
scandalous in the extreme. 

Attempt to Snub Nations, 

Not content with carrying partl- 
San politics to the limit in every 
phase and activity of its special ses- 
sion, the republican congress went 
outside the fold of strictly domestic 
relations to embarrass the United 
States abroad by a deliberate at- 
tempt to snub the nations repre- 
sented in the conference. It must 
be understood this conference is held 
under the auspices of the league ot 
nations, After authorizing the pres- 
ident to cail the conference and 
placing the United States in the po- 
sition of host to the civilized na- 
tions of the world congress then 
proceeded to show every possible 
sign. of caddishness. 

In the first place the United States 
Was not Officially represented in the 
conference, as a member of the 
league, to which it was the official 
host, and it Was made apparent to 
the conference that not only wag it 
not the desire of the republican ma- 
jority that the United States should 
participate, but that same majority 
looked with contempt on the league 
of nations, the parent of the confer- 
ence, and had set out to “knife it” 
in the interest of partisanship, 

But this was not enough. Prob- 
ably the most caddish act of the 
past session was when the repub- 
lican partisans permitted Great 
Britain to buy even the small Amer- 
ican flag that decorated the table 
assigned to the United States at 
the conference. 


Half-Hearted Co-operation, 


Early in October, when it was de- 
cided that the labor conference 
should be invited to hold its meeting 
in Washington, congress was asked 
to advance funds. It was then 
definftely promised by the repre- 
sentatives of the league that this 
government would be _ reimbursed 
by the league for funds so advanced 
—the funds to be used in fitting 
out quarters and providing the nec- 
essary machinery for the confer- 
ence. 

That this agreement was accept- 
able to congress is apparent from 
the fact that at the last moment an 
inadequate appropriation was made, 
but not until after funds had been 
advanced by the British treasury. 


| The American appropriation did not 
' become available until three and a 
half weeks after the start of the 
' conference and just about one week 
_ before the conferees had determined 
' to adjourn,

days, 2@ll funds unused _ to 
revert to the United States treasury 
the government to be reim- 
bursed for all funds used.

Washington, November 25.—The 
international labor conference took 
steps toward perfecting permanent 
organization as contemplated in the 
treaty of Versailles today with an- 
nouncement of the creation of the 


governing body, composed of twelve 
government representatives, six la- 
bor representatives and six repre- 
senting capital. Through this body 
will be established the international 
labor office provided for in the 
treaty and which forms the agency 
through which all labor clauses are 
to be worked out. 
Representatives Nominated. 


The government representatives 
on the board of governors will be 
named, according to the plan pro- 
vided by the conference, by Bel- 
gium, France, Great Britain, Italy, 
Japan, Germany, Switzerland. Spain. 
Argentina,. Canada, Poland and, 
pending ratification of the treaty by 
the United States and its forma] 
participation, Denmark. 


Employers’ representatives nomi- 
nated by the conference were Sir 
Allen Smith, Great Britain: M. Guie- 
rin, France: M. Pirelli, Jr., Italy: 
Jules Carlier, Belgium; Mr. Hodacz. 
Czecho-Slovakia, and, pending 
American participation, Mr. Schin- 
dier, Switzerland. 

The workers’ representatives 
nominated were Leon Jouhaux, 
France; Jan Oudegeest, The Neth- 
erlands; Stuart Bunning, ‘ Great 
Britain; Mr. Lindquist. Sweden, and, 
pending American participation, 
Mr. Draper, Canada. 


Brought Quick Protest. 
Announcement of this program

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against the: fact that only one mem- 
ber of the board, a government rep- 
resentative from Argentine, would 
Gome from those countries, Sub- 
mitting a formal objection to this 
Phase of the plan. in which all Lat- 
in-American delegates joined, Fran- 
cisco Carrera Justiz, of Cuba, de- 


clared that “no matter what motive 
or procedure brought about the dis- 
tribution, it evidently is against the 
spirit of equity which has always 
prevaiied where international in- 
terests are concerned.” 


The governing body is described 
as the eontroliing organization of 
labor in the teague of nations, di- 
recting the affairs of the interna- 
tional] labor office through which 
all questions growing out of inter- 
national labor programs will be 
considered. The function of the of- 
fice will be to keep in constant com- 
munication with governments and 
labor, or employers’ organizations 
throughout the world; to collect in- 
formation, give advice and, if need 
be, to pass disputed matters on to 
oo eouncil of the league of na- 
ons. 


In addition to reservations made 
for United States representatives on 
each of three groups in the govern- 
ing body. places also were held for 
Germany in the government work- 
ers’ groups. 

Bolt Threatened by Labor. 

Labor delegates to the interna- 
tional labor conference threatened 
to withdraw today if their propo- 
sals continued to be met by a “hos- 
tile attitude.” The threat was ut- 
tered. by Conrad Ilg, of the Swiss 
delegation, during discussion of the 
proposed eight-hour day convention, 
when Chairman Jules Carlier, of the 
Belgian delegation, ruled out con- 
sideration of wage guarantees, pro- 
posed by Gino Baldesi, Italian dele- 
gate. 

“If, by a hostile attitude,” Dg de- 
clared, “discussion of proposals of 
workmen is to be made impossible, 
the workmen will leave the confer- 
ence.” 

An immediate rupture was pre- 
vented when a compromise plan cf- 
fered by Leon Jouhaux, French Ia- 
bor delegate, was accepted. 

The eight-hour day proposal was 
approved and was sent to the draft- 
ing committee. 

Adoption of the proposal was 
marked by heated arguments, but 
it went through without further 
amendment. An effort by Mr. Ilg to 
provide that workers should be paid 
for holidays was defeated.

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A Campaign for Common Sense

In the drives for various things for the good of the nation and in 
the campaigns being waged for one good thing and another, it is @ 
noticeable fact that common sense is the basic principle of most of 
them. For example, the thrift and savings movement the government 
is putting on is really just a plea for people to observe common sense, 
to protect themselves, and save rather than waste what they have. 

Necessarily, the.general observance of such a habit will react upon 


the nation and assure a kind of prosperity we have never had before— 
not just a prosperity in spots, andi here and there among certain 
elements of people, but a general and extensive, prosperity, which 
reaches a greater number of people than have ever been reached 
before, and through a perfectly practical habit of saving. 

Lack of: knowing how to save has necessitated the building of 
thousands of institutions to take care of people who have not known 
how to look out for themselves. 

Millions of dollars are given to the maintenance of these institu- 
tions, and because two-thirds of the people in them are the victims 
of spendthrift habits; or the children of spendthrift parents who have 
not known the way to provide for themselves and the inevitable “rainy 
day” which is apt to come to any individual, rich or poor. Haphazard, 
wasteful living is one of the weaknesses of our nation. 

If people could only stop and face the situation of the Christmas 
season, for instance, and the chactic conditions which precede and 
follow Christmas, they would see how just a little common sense would 
help out wonderfully, especially in the matter of their shopping. 

Not only for themselves would this mean much, but for the trades 
people who are so unnecessarily “ridden” at Christmas time. 

The other day the postmaster here issued his appeal that people 
send Christmas packages ahead of time, not wait until the week before 
Christmas to mail them. He urges they send them far ahead to avoid 
the useless congestion, which causes disappointments and losses, not 
only to people individually, but to the government department of the 
postoffices. 

There are hundreds of people who can just as well make their 
Christmas purchases now, as at any other time, but for some in- 
explicable reason they prefer waiting until later, when they know the 
inconvenience and confusion they will encounter, and the actual losses 
they will sustain in hurried purchases, in miscarried articles, and in 
the soiled condition they will find the Christmas stock by waiting 
until later. | 

Common sense, aside from the waste. of it, suggests this early 
Christmas shopping which the government is agitating in the cause 
of thrift and the effort to reduce the high cost of living. Common 
sense, too, in many things would aid in the general adjustment of the 
world in its every relation, at the present moment. 

There is no law to govern it, but what a wonderfully helpful and 
common sense thing it would be if people entering stores and going 
up or down the street in these crowded times would keep to the right! 

People can just as easily walk to the right as any other way, and 
it is obvious if people walking in would walk to the right, and people 
walking out would walk to the right, there would be little or no neces- 
sity for the congestion which is already beginning on the streets and 
in the stores. 

And why, oh! why do people entering a streetcar stop right inside 
the door? 


Why do they not, if the car is crowded, proceed toward the front | 


of the car and avoid the conductor having to call .out: 
the front and let the people in and let them pass!” 

In this day of world progress and mental accomplishment one has 
only to enter the cars on the principal streets to note the fact that 
people will not advance to the front of the car as common sense 
would suggest, until almost forced to do it, by,the conductor and the 
few commcn sense people who ask: “Please move on!” 

If the observance of these few little common sense things could 
be put into general usage it would mean a great deal in adjusting the 
confusion which attends the business world at Christmas time, and

Louis were declared to have been 
among the cities whose locals were 
particularly insistent that a strike 
be called in view of recent govern- 
mental statements to the effect 
that general advances in the pay of 
railway workers could not be con- 
sidered at this time.

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eight special classes In’ which adult 
iliterates will be taught in the 
Atlanta public schools was author- 
ized by the board of education Tues- 
day. Four classes will be formed 
for white pupils and four for ne- 
groes. The sessions will be held 
at night and instructors will be 
chosen from the public school 
teaching force. 

The Fulton county illiteracy com- 
mission will join with the board 
of education and furnish financial 
aid to help maintain the classes. 
Permission was given .the commis- 
sion to establish additfonal classes 
if it were found mecessary, the 
board agreeing to premit the use 
of school buildings and equipment, 
if the members of the commission 
would bear the expense of employ- 
ing instructors. This they readily 
consented to do. 

Classes to. reduce adult illiteracy 
have already been formed in the 
county system, and a committee 
composed of C, J. Haden, vice presi- 
dent of e Georgia Illiteracy com- 
mission; John A. Manget, chairman 
of the Fulton county commission, 
and Ivan E. Allen, David Woodward 
and Joseph A. McCord, appeared be- 
fore the board to urge that similar 
steps be taken in the city schools, 


Data Presented. 


Mr. Haden, Mr. Allen, and other 
members of the delegation spoke of 
the great ‘good which eductational 
aid to the illiterategw of mature age 
in the city would accomplish, and 
presented data to show that there 
is a startlingly large number resi- 
dent in Atlanta who can neither 
read nor write, . 

Fifty counties of the state have 
been organized f&&and instrucion of 
their illiterates begun, said Mr. 
Haden. It has been shown tn these} 
counties, he stated, that surprisingly 
rapid progress is made by the adults 
and they have been taugnt to read 
and write in a very short time. He 
exhibited a letter written by one 
of these pupils in Pickens county, 
done in a legible hand aftre less 
than three weeks’ instruction. He 
had a number of other letters, while 
less remarkable, all telling the 
story of transformation in the 
briefest time from the plane of the 
illiternte. 

Many Illiterates in City. 

Mr. Allen said that there are ape 
proximately 800 illiterate voters in 
the city. Their names, he said, 
could be ob@ained through the reg- 
istration lists, and the names of 
hundreds of others could ‘be’ pro- 
cured from the payrolls of various 
manufacturing and industrial plants, 
It is realized by the committee 
that in the main these persons will 
have’ to be sought out ana. asxed 
personally to enroll. This will be! 
done wherever possible. 

Voluntary contributions amount- 
ing to several hundred dollars have 
been sent. to the Fulton county com- 
mission since it was organized to 
fight illiteracy. Two individual do- 
nations of $500 each and a number 
of smaller ones have been received 
It is with these funds that they will 
furnish teachers for the classes as 
organized in addition to the. ¢ight 
which wil! be established by the 
board of education. “

After unburdening himself of his 
idea of Governor Merriam, the state 
of Minnesota and everything con- 
nected with the cane!!:rtion of the 
fight, Fitz was taunted into neaf 
madness upon hearing that Hall was 
actually laughing over the matter.

Monthly Business Report 
Sixth Reserve District 


Following is the monthly report 


% {On business and agricultural con- 


ditions in the sixth federal reserve 
district for the month ending No- 
vember 25, issued by Joseph A. Mc- 
Cord, federal reserve agent: 

There has never been a time when 
the economic situation in the Unit- 
ed States requires so much thought 
and consideration by every influ- 
ential citizen. The general restless- 
ness and high prices make it neces- 
sary for increased production and 
decrease@ consumption by every 
one, regardless of his position, and 
it is believed that the thoughtfun 
men and women have realized the 
conditions and are resolved to find 
a solution for the problems which 
are now before them, and to bring 
about better social and economic 
conditions. 

The restiessness in the public 
mind is principally due to the cost 
of living, and while the wage for 
individual labor has been climbing 
upward, the demands are:for still 
further increases which are made as 
a result ef the high cost of living. 
This condition could go on. sstiil 
further and no good result would 
be accomplished. After all, the real 
question is not so much the cost of 
living, but the margin between the 
amount earned and the cost of liv- 
ing. It therefore seems imperative 
for everyone to use all their efforts 
and energies toward increased pro- 
duction and decreased consumption, 
and especially those in position of 
leadership, for it is to them that 
the people look for example. Let 
this be the slogan of all: “Work 
and Save.” 

Commercial. 

The volume-wof fall trade as re- 
ported by both wholesale and retail 
dealers is active; merchants gener- 
ally, while not carrying large 
stocks, seem to have sufficient to 
meet all demands of their trade. 
The wholesale houses are buying as 
needed, replenishing their stocks 
from time to time and meeting any 
depletions that may take place 
caused by heavy purchases in any 
line in excess of what they antici- 
pated. This frequent buying is partly 
caused by inability of many mer- 
chants to receive shipments of pur- 
chased goods. 

The warm weather has caused 
delay in purchasing by consumers, 
such lines as dry goods, shoes and 
clothing, but this trade has taken 
on considerable activity during the 
past two or three weeks of cooler 
weather. The volume of trade as 
reported by one large wholesale 
house is about 15 per cént better 
than that of last October 

There has been no -reduction in 
the demand for money throughout 
the district. Interest rates are re- 
ported steady, and collections are 
satisfactory for the season of the 
year. 

Many reports indicate 
in deposits, due in-some cases to 
sales of cotton, which many have 
held for 40 cents a. pound. 

Statistics just. published by the de- 
partment of commerce covering the 
foreign commerce of the United 
States for the first eight months of 
1919, ending with August, show 
that the port of Savannah has gain- 
ed more than 100 per cent in exports 
as compared with the same period 
last year, and very nearly 100 per 
cent in the total of import and ex- 
port trde combined. The imports 
port trade combined. The imports 
months of 1919 were $11.740,334, 
ccompared to $9.638,042 for the same 
period 1918. The exports for the 
first eight months of 1919 were 
$143.482,497, compared to $71,- 
051,191 for the same period 1918. 

Agricultural. 

Crops have practically ail -ma- 
tured with the exception of veivet 
beans and sugar cane, which in 
some sections is still in splendid 
growing condition. All hay crops 
have been harvested. Peanuts are 
being picked from the vines and 
marketed, and practically all corn 
has been housed. The yield of hay 
has been exceptionally good. Pea- 
nuts are giving fair yield, though 
poorly cultivated on account of ex- 
cessive rains during the growing 
and cultivating period. 

The cotton crop is the shortest on 
record in this territory. e dam- 
age caused by the boil weevil has 
been very great, and the Infested 
area is sitil spreading. It is .esti- 
mated the crop in Alabama will be

Reports from Florida indicate that 
the Sea Island cotton market has 
improved somewhat, sales now be- 
ing made at 75 cents. There has 
been an increase of about 20 per 
cent in the cotton goods market. 
notwithstanding the prevailing high 
prices. Collections are good. Large 
orders for spring delivery are be- 
ginning to be received. 

Interest continues to grow 
throughout the district in winter 
cover crops and in deep plowing and 
there is a decided increase in the 
number of alfalfa and clover plots. 
During the summer and early fall 
tractor manufacturers and selling 
agents have been active and many 
tractors have been placed which are 
now being used in the preparation 
of grain crops and in fall plowing. 

Interest in live stock continues to 
increase and the demand for breed- 
ing animals is greater than it has 
ever been. There is also a decided 
increased interest in sheep. 

Reports indicate that practically 
every farmer is handicapped to some 
extent on account of the shortage 
of farm labor. They are, however, 
taking every advantage by using 
tractors and other Iabor-saving im- 
plements, and it may be expected 
that the system of farming may be 
gradually adjusted to a basis of 
proportionately more horsepower to 
manpower than heretofore. 


Fruits and Vegetables. 


Citrus fruits have been greatly af- 
fected by unseasonable weather and 
are not maturing as they should. 
Some shipments have not carried 
well, and owing to this, and to poor 
color of the fruit, the market has 
been very poor, and returns for both 
oranges and grapefruit have been 
disappointing. It is felt that with 
cooler weather the market will im- 
prove, and that the fruit will take 
color and carry better.

New Schedule of Rates to 
Divert Much Business 
From Eastern Ports to 
South Atlantic and Gulf. 


That the new export rates that 
have eben granted from the central 
states to the south Atlantic and gulf 
ports will We to the distinct and 
timely advantage of Atlanta, is the 
general opinion expressed by the 
railroad men of this city. 

The new rates, which will go into 
effect on December 1, remove the 
advantage that New York city has 
held for some time by giving manu- 
facturers and exporters in territory 
north of the Ohio river the same 
rates to Gharleston, Wilmington, Sa- 
vannah, Brunswick and Jacksonville 
as now apply to New York and other 
eastern ports. 

indirect Advantage. 

The advantage, however, that will 
come to Atlanta will be of an indi- 
rect nature, arising from the fact 
that great volumes of export ship- 
ments coming to the south Atlantic 
and gulf ports from the middle west 
will greatly enlarge the activities of 
these southern ports, and stimulate 
the addition of many ships to the 
fleets that will serve the manufac- 
turers and exporters trading  be- 
tween the south Atlantic and gulf 
ports and the lower American 
countries. This will increase the 
business of the southern ports, and 
add many employees and railroad 
men to the service, 

The new rates, according to au- 
thorities in the city, will not place 
the shippers of the middle west on a 
parity with southern manufacturers 
and shippers, who will continue to 
have the advantage in rates to the 
southern ports. 

Experts Give Views, 

W. A. Wimbish, one of the most 
noted rate lawyers in the country, 
said Tuesday that the new rate rul- 
ing would be of distinct advantage 
to the southern ports, and would 
greatly increase the volume of busi- 
ness that would pass through At- 
lanta. 

Harry T. Moore, of the Atlanta 
freight bureau, also said _ that 
the new rates would prove of im- 
mense advantage to the southern 
ports as well as to Atlanta, which 
is the gateway between the middle 
west and the principle southern 
ports.

of Charles S. Barrett, national pres- 
ident of the Farmers’ union. Mr. 
Barrett has recently returned from 
the national convention at Memphis, 
and the expressions of opinion on 
‘the events that transpired during 
the gathering there were received 
with enthusiasm. 
Mr. Barrett spoke of the great 
need for co-operation among the 
farmers of the state and of the na- 
tion, saying that success could only 
. be achieved by strict attention to 
this important factor. He also urged 
- attention to the matter of a perfect 
- organization among the members of 
. the Farmers’ union, both as a state 
and as a national organization, 
. showing that co-operation was 
needed here to achieve the co-opera- 
tion that vis needed in the actual 
marketing and producing of the 
products of the state. 
» He also impressed upon his audi- 
ence their responsibility in holding 
so important a position in the na- 
tional plan. The need that all the 
nation had for their products and 
the great, if not realized, impor- 
tance that their share in the na- 
tion's life meant, were also empha- 
sized by the national president. 
Washington Conference. 

Mr. Barrett also told the conven- 
tion of the proceedings at the re- 
cent industrial conference in Wash- 
ington, where he represented the 
American farmer. The farmer had 
been overlooked, he said, in this 
eonference, until the attention of 
hte president was drawn to the fact 
that there was no move the confer- 
ence between capital and lIabor 
could make which would not effect 
the farmers of the nation. 

The farmers, declared Mr. Bar- 
rett, are responsible for more than 
60 per cent of the nation’s freight, 
and are effected by changes in 
freight rates to a greater extent 
than any other clas sof people in 
the country. 

He said that the fact developed 
at the recent national convention in 
Memphis that more than $400,000,- 
000 in co-operative business had 
been done as a result of the atten- 
tion paid®to that plan by the farm- 
ers of the country. , 

Among the principal features that 
attention of the 
body is the temple of agriculture to 
be ereced in Washington as a cen- 
tral headquarters ror the various 
farmers’ unions of the country. Be- 
fore the close of the session, plans 
will be laid for the raising of Geor- 
gia’s quota for the erection of the 
building.

at Vanderbilt back in the 9$0’s, ac- 
cording to the congressman. 

“Jenkins comes from _ pioneer 
stock in Tenness2¢,” said Mr. Davis. 
“His ancestors were among the first 
settlers in the state. ‘They have 
always been prominent among the 
progressive and public spirited citi- 
vens of Tennessee, and a member of 
the family never has been charged 
with a single instance of wrong- 
doing. Such a thine is absolutely 
foreign to the Jenkins family.” 

It was Jenkins’ fearlessness and 
devotion to duty which resulted in 
his being lined up before a firing 
squad in 1914, according to Con- 
gressman Davis. When the Mevi- 
ean soldiers raided the American 
consular offices and seized the fire- 
arms that the American citizer- in 
the Puebla district had been order- 
é& to turn over to Jenkins, he of- 
fered a vigorous protest. 

His resistance became so strenu- 
ous that the raiders seized him and 
their command: ‘rdered him shot. 

When he was led to a brick wall 
and a firing squad lined up ready 
to shoot him, Jenkins looked them 
squarely in the eye, said Mr. Davis, 
and dared them to shoot him. 

“T am an official representative 

of the American government,” he 
declared defiantly. “If you shoot 
me you know what the result will 
be. You dare not do it.” 
There was a delay and about that 
time along came a major in the 
Mexican army, who ordered Jenkins 
released. 


RELEASE OF JENKINS 
MAY COME VERY SOON. 

Laredo, Texas, November 25.—Re- 
lease of William O. Jenkins, Amer- 
ican consular agent at Puebla, Mex- 
ico, “was expected momentarily,” 
according to a dispatch from Puebla 
to Excelsior, a Mexico City news- 
paper, under date of Sunday, No- 
vember 23. 

Jenkins has been in prison on 
charges of collusion with the ban- 
dits who held him for $150,000 ran- 


som. 

The Puebla dispatch said the dis- 
trict judge had ordered the imme- 
diate release of Licud Mestre, coun- 
sel for Jenkins, as he held Mestre 
was not implicated in any way by 
acting as a go-between in obtaining 
Jenkins’ release from the bandits.
